A Latin American team made up of 
key animal nutritionists from Guatemala, 
Costa Rica, Dominican Republic, El Sal- 
vador, Colombia and Venezuela was in 
the U.S. in August to study firsthand the 
latest animal feeding techniques and for- 
mulations based on soybean meal. 

According to Dr. Don Bushman, animal 
nutritionist in ASA’s Mexico City office, 
the purpose of the trip was to convince 
these leaders of the benefits of soybean 
meal versus the alternative protein sources 
in animal nutrition so that they will utilize 
the information in making feed forrnula 
ingredient decisions. 

The six-man team visited U.S. research 
and production centers of swine, poultry, 
cattle and feed manufacturers which in- 
cluded the Gold Kist Inc. offices, hatch- 
ery, experimental farm, poultry breeding 
farm, mill and slaughter 
Atlanta, Ga.; the Univ. of Arkansas, 
Fayetteville, Ark.; Malcom Commer’s 
Fairfield FF Plantation, Jonestown, Miss.; 
the Louisiana State Univ., Baton Rouge, 
La.; and the Port of New Orleans.
